The Princeton Battle monument, 


commemorating the battle of Prince- 
ton, is from the hand of F. W. Mac- 
Monnies, of New York, who created 
the much discussed Civic Virtue statue 
in front of the Xew Tork city hall. 
Hfhns been working on it since 1908, 
the period of the "war excepted. It is 
located on Xassau street, in front of 
the old Princeton inn. and was erect- 
ed hy ih« Princeton Battle monument 
committee, which raised $300,000 for 
the purpose. 


The memorial is a large relief with 


fJenrr.il Washington 
as 
the main 


figure, thus combining the ideas o£ 
the heroic, of fame, and of victory. 
It represents Washington at the bat- 
tle of Princeton, January 3. 1777. 
watching his men 
as they retreat. 


General Mercer, who was killed in 
tho battle, lios dying at his feet. The 
Io^\er part of the monument consists 
of spvi ral minor figures portraying 
sevenl forms of heroism under dif- 
ficult circumstances of the battle. Dr. 
P. S. 'irant of New Tork posed for 
Omrrnl Mercer; Dr. Allen Marquanrt 
for tho soldier who la rushing forward, 
and Ch u-log Dana Gibson, the illus- 
trator, for the figure of the soldier

"When we view the course of hu- 


man affairs from the detached stand- 
point of history's student, we are 
amazed to discover how seldom a par- 
ticular military operation has deter- 
mined the results of a campaign or 
the outcome of a great war. 
Wars 
are writ very 
big in history; 
very 
much bigger sometimes than they de- 
serve to be. Battles have seldom de- 
cided the fates of people. 
The real 


story of human progress is written 
elsewhere than on the world's battle- 
fields, and war and conflict have pro- 
vided rather its punctuation than its 
theme. 
But among the exceptions, 


among the cases in which a particular 
conflict has had consequences and re- 
verberations far greater in their po- 
tency than could possibly be imag- 
ined from a consideration 
of 
the 
numbers engaged or the immediate re- 
sults, none stands out more distinctly 
than does the Trenton-Princeton cam- 
paign. We cannot say that the cause 
of independence 
and 
union 
would 
have been lost without it; but we 
must find ourselves at a loss if we at 
tempt to picture the successful con- 
clusion of the revolution, had there 
been another and different issue from 
the struggle of those hard, mid-win- 
ter 'days.

Emp.ror, Though Virtual Prisoner In 


Forbidden City, Receive* Homage 


of Attendants According to 


Ancient Forms. 


Pekin.—In spite of the fact that 


Ching dynasty has been out of power 
since 1911 and the present emperor of 
China is a virtual prisoner in the for- 
bidden city of Pekin, all ceremonies 
connected with the Manchu emperors 
are still kept up. 


At the recent Chinese New Tear's 


celebration. the customary honor was 
paid to the spirits of the emperors In 
their resting places at the Eastern 
Tombs. 
Offerings of food and provi- 


sions were placed before the tombs and 
the old Mancfio officials who are still 
retained in office by the Ching dynasty 
kowtowed according to the custom pre- 
scribed in Manchu house law for the 
Imperial family. 


These officials are experiencing con- 


siderable difficulty in following out all 
the old customs because of the lack of 
funds available for the upkeep of the 
emperors' tombs. The funds promised 
to the imperial family by the republi- 
can 
government 
are usually very 


tardily paid, with the result that pov- 
erty Is facing the one-time affluent 
Manchus. 


At the eastern, tombs many of the 


Manchus, deprived of the annual sti- 
pend formerly paid by the imperial 
government, have been forced to be- 
come gatherers of wood and charcoal 
In order to support themselves. 


The old towns and villages are fall- 


Ing Into ruins, the forests of the huge 
tract devoted to the burial of the em- 
perors are fast becoming devastated 
and the monumental tombs are begin- 
ning to fall into ruin and decay. 


Every effort is being made by the 


officials of the tombs, however, to 
maintain the glory of the dead em- 
perors, and. the ceremonies at New 
Tear's typified the attitude of these 
faithful adherents of a doparted order 
who refuse to allow the glory of the 
Ching dynasty and the Mnnchu role 
to be dimmed.

It 
is under the direction of Dr. K. T. Uhls, 
of Fitchburg, Mass, and has been 
financed entirely w ith funds sent from 
America by the Near East relief. 


The hospital has 2,700 beds, housed 


Ic 40 wards, but when fully com- 
pleted next May will hold 6,000 beds,

six Kussian, Armenian and Greek 
provinces occupjing an area larger 
thnn New England, and are all suffer- 
ing from trachoma, a malignant eye 
disease, which has become the scourge 
of child-life In this part of the world.

FLOATING MINES STILL 


ARE MENACE ON BALTIC 


Derelict Submarines Also Cause 


Skippers and Fishermen 


Considerable Worry. • 


Ghosts of the great war still haunt 


the Baltic, scaring veteran skippers, 
sailors, fishermen and steamship pas- 
sengers alike. 


Hardly a week passes without re- 


ports along the Swedish coast of drift- 
ing old mines and derelict submarines, 
both a serious danger to all naviga- 
tion. The mines are principally of 
Kusfeian and German origin, and after 
breaking loose from their moorings 
they have drifted toward the east 
coast of Sweden. Many of them have 
been washed ashore on Gothland Is- 
land, which lies almost In the center 
of the Baltic. The derelict U-boats 
haunt the western waters. 


Ever since the armistice Baltic 


storms have washed mines upon the 
coast and dwellers along the shore 
have long since become accustomed to 


mines hurled against the cliffs during 
heavy gales. Energetic efforts have 
been made to sweep up these danger- 
ous relics of the v\ar, but It will prob- 
ablj be years before either the North 
Sea or the Baltic Is fr«>e of them. ' 
]i is not at all uncommon for fisher- 


men to catch mines In their nets. 
They are regarded as lucky catches, 
although they have to be handled gin- 
gerly, for the government pays hand- 
somely for the removal or destruction 
of the mines if satisfactory proof of 
their discovery or destruction can be 
furnished 


The U boat derelicts ore sold to 


have been discarded English vessels, 
lost while being towed from English 
ports to Copenhagen. The menace to 
navigation from these two sources Is 
such that passenger and merchant ves- 
sels have to change their schedules In 
the Baltic and traverse the danger 
zones only by daylight 


Lntolj there has been little property 


damage and no loss of life as the re- 
sult «f floating 
XT boat derelicts and 


mines 
Nevertheless Swedish marine 


Insurance companies have of late beei 
threatening to raise their rotes on ac- 
count of this danger to navigation.

FIRST USE OF SMOKE SCREEN 


Apache Kid U«ed It, Say» Noted Ran. 


ger In Recital of 
Story of Hla 


Eventful Life—Has Remarkable 


Experience* at Ranger. 


Chicago.—Superstition resulted In 


the surrender of Geronlmo, the famous 
Indian, and the Apache Kid used the 
first smoke screen recorded in this 
country, according to Col Fred Owens 
of Chicago, a noted Texas Ranger of 
half a century ago. 


Colonel Owens, an old circus man, 


who earned his title as ranger, cow- 
boy, bronco buster, pony express rider 
and participant In many A\ild West 
pursuits, including those of Geronimo 
nnd the K!d, made these assertions 
here In a recital of his life, which haa 
been crammed full of action and nar- 
row escapes that read like the passage 
from an old dime novel. 
Fred Owens, when nine years old, 


was missing from his home In Flem- 
ingsburg, Ky., one morning in 1859. 
He had gone West. 


At eighteen, or in 1808, he became a 


Texas Ranger and made such a marlc 
for himself that he was gent to the 
Centennial at Philadelphia with other 
rangers to represent the Lone Star 
State. In 1878-79 and 1880 he was de- 
tailed to the pony express through No 
Man's Land, or the Indian territory. 
He was never held up, but many times 
outrode bandits bent on possessing the 
valuables he carried. 


In 1881 he took the soddle again as 


an active ranger. 
About that time 


Geronlroo, the most wily chief that 
ever gave the American army trou- 
ble, was getting bad In west Texas. 
Until Geronimo's capture in the hills 
back of Chihuahua, Mexico, Colonel 
Owens was a material part of his pur- 
suit. And he tells a story of the In- 
dian's capture that may not be part of 
the records of the War department, 
because Geronimo had few friends 
among white men. The colonel was 
one of these few. 


In after years Geronlmq told him 


why he surrendered to the white man, 
and It is a story of the Indian's super- 
stitious nature. Geronimo's pursuers 
numbered among them a Captain Hil- 
debrand. When the Indian was driven 
Into the hills and the chase became 
hot, Hildebrond's command was crawl- 
ing over the crags toward the redskin's 
stronghold. Just before his surrender 
Geronlmo caught sight of the face of 
Captain Hlldebrand and was ready to 
fire 
Then a bright light flnshed over 


the officer's features. This the Indian 
could not fathom, and It drove all the 
fight out of him. 


Pocket Mirror Saved Him. 


In those davs troopers in the army 


were resourceful men. A private In 
the advancing line had seen a point 
of \antage and thought his captain 
should know of it. To move or call 
would reveal his position, to the In- 
dians, yet he must get the attention 
of Captain Hlldebrand. Taking a small 
mirror from his pocket he caught the 
rays of the sun. These reflected on 
the face of Hildebrand, then in Immi- 
nent danger of Geronimo's rifle 
But 


the flash beat the Indian's trigger fln- 
ger. 
He saw the wonderful bright 


light and thought It a message from 
heaven to identify Captain Hlldebrand 
as the Great Spirit Geronimo ran up 
his flag of truce, merely stipulating 
that he should not be hung or shot for 
his outrages if he surrendered. His 
terms were accepted. 


In 1S84 the Apache Kid, a half-breed 


outlaw, and his band were marauding 
In west Texas. The Apache Kid was 
of the same tribe, but not related to 
Geronimo. Yet he possessed all the 
wiles and savage cruelty of his> chief- 
tain 
Colonel Owens and his fellow 


raugers were sent after the Apache 
Kid. 


The chase was a hot one 
The 


Apache Kid knew horses, and from 
time to time got remounts on the fast- 
est and freshest horses in corrals he 
! passed. The rangers plugged along on 
their same ponies. But they followed 
the trail so fast that the} drove the 
Apache Kid and his bands to a field 
of fewer corrals and more desperate 
strfits. 


Thev surrounded the band at Stink- 


ing Wells, so-called from the sulphur 
fumes that rise from its pit. As the 
law circle closed in the Apache Kid 
made use of a smoke screen. The 
wind was blowing from his band to- 
ward the rangers. The Indians fired 
the prairie. Then, under cover of the 
smoke, they brought down some of the 
rangers. 


Colonel It Wounded. 
N 


Colonel Owens did not escape. Two 


of the Wolff bojs with whom he had 
lived when he first came to Texas fell 
in the rifle fire. Colonel Owens dragged 
them through It and returned to get 
his horse. Then he rode Into a bullet 
that caught him In the left thigh and 
another killed his horse, which fell on 
the colonel, crushed his chest, and left 
him unconscious. When he carne to 
himself he was seven miles nearer 
civilization, being earned on the back 
of a friendly squaw. The Wolff boys 
Were saved. 


Recuperating he again took up the 


chase and helped to make It merry for 
the Apache Kid until that outlaw wa» 
ran to cover In Big Bear canyon on 
the Pecos river, and died from a ran- 
ger's bullet. 


He then broke 18 horses to work 


without line, bridle or bit, and their 
performance was presented the first 
time with the original 
Buffalo Bill 


show in Omaha in 1884. In 3885 Col- 
onel Owens went back to Texan. 
He 


added to his string of "naked racers," 
as they were called, and presented 
them for two seasons with the Bar-

1,000 Head Ware Dead. 


This laid him up for some time, but 


he went on the last "big drive" of cat- 
tle from Texas. 
There veie 5,000 


head In the herd. In Ste\ens Saucer, 
Texas, so called because the hills form 
a giant saucer, a coyote barked nnd 
n cowboy fired a sliot at It. When 
the stampede was over One thousand 
head of cattle were dead and twenty- 
five hundred were lost. 


Returning to civilization, Colonel 


Owens heard of a midget broncho 
pony born on the trail.
